WASHINGTON, June 17—In- 
come tax files were ordered opened 
to the Senate committee investi- 
gating crime today by President 
Truman. 

“I strongly favor the objectives 
of the committee, and I am hope- 
ful that its. work will produce 

#onstructive recommendations and 
J results,” the President said in 
« issuing the order. 

He also directed all executive 
departments and agencies to co- 
operate with the committee, head- 
ed by Senator Estes Kefauver 

' (Dem.), Tennessee, to the fullest 
possible extent. : 

The President’s executive order 


makes available to the committee 
full reports of income. Included 
are reports of excess profits tax 
purposes; capital ‘stock; estate; 
gift tax and declared value ex- 
cess profits, as well as regular 
income tax returns. | 


The committee, which has start-' 


ed an investigation into reports 
of activities by a national crime 
syndicate and of large-scale gam- 
blers, will hold its first public 
hearing next Wednesday. Govern- 
ment employes, including workers 
in the Justice, Treasury and Post 
Office department and the Nar- 
cotics Bureau, will be among the 
early witnesses. 

Senator Kefauver said he does 
not expect sensational testimony 
from these witnesses. They prob- 
ably will limit themselves to 
factual information on the gen- 
eral crime situation, he said, pos- 
sibly making some sort of pre- 
liminary recommendations. 

After the Government witnesses 
have finished, the eammittee is 
expected to take up specific 
groups which are reported to be 
active in crime.

BRIBERY CHARGES 


BINGHAMTON, N.Y., June 17 
(AP)—Binghamton’s police chief 
was indicted yesterday on charges 
of bribery, accepting unlawful 
‘fees and conspiring with gam- 


blers. 

The Broome county grand jury 
accused Michael Hanifin, 57 years 
‘old, of helping to-organize and 
control gambling in Binghamton. 
and of taking alleged payoff 
“cuts” totaling $8850. 

The grand jury also indicated a 
suspended head of the vice squad 
and two other policemen on sim- 
ilar charges, as well as 14 men 
described by District Ai.urney 
Robert O. Brink as Binghamton’s 
leading gamblers. Thirteen of 
them were charged with offering 
bribes. 

At his own request, Hanifin, 
chief since 1942, was relieved of 
duty by Mayor Donald W. Cramer 
pending disposition of the 
charges. The Mayor designated 
Assistant Chief Edmund P. Shea- 
han as acting chief.

MAN WITH COLD 
DIES OF OVERDOSE 
OF ANTIHIST AMINE 


OWOSSO, Mich., June 17 (UP) 
— An overdose of antihistamine 
pills killed Joseph Rundell, 76 


years old, when he tried to cure 
a slight cold, an autopsy showed 
today. . 

Dr. Charles W. Black, Memorial 
Hospital pathologist, said Run- 
dell’s wife, Beulah, 44, told him 
the victim complained of a slight 
cold Wednesday and bought a bot- 
tle of antihistamine tablets at a 
drugstore. 

The autopsy produced evidence 
that Rundell swallowed six tab- 
lets in one dose, Black said. A 
count of the remaining tablets 
supported the findings, he said. 
Rundell died within two hours 
after taking the medicine. 

“If he had followed the pre- 
scribed dosage on the bottle, there 
wouldn’t have been any trouble,” 
Black said, “There isn’t any other 
explanation for his death except 
the overdosage,” 


PRICE DROP LIKELY

PAWNED ARTICLES 


ADDED ARRESTS 


EXPECTED AS FBI 
CONTINUES STUDY 
OF ATOM SPY RING 


3 American Citizens Al- 
ready Held—Pieces in 
Russian Espionage 
Puzzle Falling Into 
Place. 


WASHINGTON, June 17 (AP) 
—With three American citizens 
under arrest, additional pieces are 
falling into place in the jig-saw 
pattern of Russian wartime spy- 
ing in the United States. 

By all indications, further ar- 
rests are in the offing. When and 
where they will come, no one 
will say. However, it is known 
that scores of Federal Bureau 
of Investigation agents have spent 
many months putting together 
bits of information from all sorts 
of sources in an effort to com- 
plete the picture. 

What was perhaps the key 
piece of the spy puzzle fell into 
place with the arrest in London 
last February of Klaus Fuchs, a 
top British atomic scientist. De- 
tained by .British intelligence on 
information originally developed 
by the FBI, Fuchs admitted giv- 
ing the Russians atom secrets and 
was sent to prison for 14 years. 

Fuchs Gave Clues. 

After FBI agents interviewed 
Fuchs in prtson last month, the 
bureau closed in on Harry Gold, 
39-year-old Philadelphia chemist. 
Gold admitted acting as a courier 
between Fuchs and Russian agents 
in this country during the war. 

With the pattern taking shape, 
the FBI picked up Alfred Dean 
Slack, 44, chemist employed by a 
paint manufacturing concern at 
Syracuse, N.Y., Thursday, and 
David Greenglass, 28, former 
United States Army sergeant, of 
Brooklyn, in New York yesterday. 

Each of the three Americans 
is charged with wartime espion- 
age, which carries a possible “eo 
penalty. Each is held on $100,000 
bond. 

Slack was accused of delivering 
to Gold, for the benefit of the 
Russians, secrets about the manu- 
facture of “RDX,” an explosive 
which was béing manufactured by 
a special ‘American process at the 
Holston Ordnance works, Kings- 
port, Tenn. Slack was employed 
there in 1943 and 1944. 

Worked on Atom Bomb. 
Greenglass, who was assigned 
to the Los Alamos atomic project 
in 1945, and who was described as 
having worked on the atom bomb 
itseM#, was charged with turning 
atomic information over to Gold 
at Albuquerque, N. M., in the 
summer of that year. 

FBI agents quoted Greenglass 
as saying he felt Russia—as a 
wartime ally of the United States 
—was entitled to A-bomb secrets. 

With these arrests, the Justice 
Department dropped the pervious 
mystery about the “John Doe, 
alias John” and the “Richard 
Roe, alias Sam” who were in- 
dicted for espionage conspiracy 
along with Gold by a Brooklyn 
grand jury last week. 

The department said “John 
Doe” was Anatoli Antonovich 
Yakovlev, a vice consul in the 
Russian consulate in New York 
City until December 1946 when 
he returned home, and that “Rich- 
ard Roe” was Semen M. Semenov, 
employed by the Amtorg Trading 
Corp., Russia’s commercial agency 
in. the United States. 

FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover 
said Gold took his orders from 
Semenov until the latter left the 
country in 1944, and that there- 
after he dealt with the issian 
espionage service through Yakov-

New Appointee Expected 
to Co-ordinate Agencies 
on Atlantic Defense, 
Post-ECA Plans—Ache- 
son Applauds.

WASHINGTON, June 17 (AP) 
—President Truman is expected 
to have much tighter control over 
the formation of major foreign 


policy programs as a result of the 
new appointment he has handed 
to Ambassador W. Averell Harri- 
man. 

As the President's assistant for 
foreign affairs, officials said, Har- 
riman will supply constant White 
House direction.to the creation of 
plans for such important projects 
as: 

1. The development of Amer- 
ica’s part in setting up bal- 
ancéd defense forces under the 
North Atlantic Treaty. 

2. The organization of new 
foreign economic policies to fol- 
low up the European Recovery 
Program ending in 1952. 

Acheson Applauds Action. 

Secretary of State Dean Ache- 
son hailed the Harriman appoint- 
ment at a news conference yes- 
terday as supplying a long-recog- 
nized need for greater co-opera- 
tion among government depart- 
ments with an interest in foreign 
affairs. 

Answering questions, Acheson 
said that as specific tasks arise, 
Harriman may co-ordinate the 
work of the Defense, Labor, Trea- 
sury and Commerce Departments, 
as well as other agencies which 
figure in policy formation. 

Acheson dwelt at length on his 
long and close association with 
Harriman and emphasized that he 
the White 
House move. Announcement of 
the new job for Harriman brought 
some speculation that the Admin- 
istration might have in mind 
grooming him as Acheson’s suc- 
cessor, There was no information 
from official sources, however, 
to support this idea. 

Acheson said both he and the 
President had been keenly aware 
of the need for pulling together 
the work of government depart- 
ments, particularly in the field of 
foreign affairs. 

Once Secretary of Commerce. 

Harriman has been roving am- 
bassador in Europe for the Eco- 
nomic Co-operation Administra- 
tion since April 1948. Prior to 
that he had a long career in gov- 
ernment, including service as am- 
bassador to Russia, ambassador to 
Britain, and Secretary of Com- 
merce. 

He will take over his new as- 
signment early in August, the 
White House announced. His as- 
sistant, New York Attorney Mil- 
ton Katz, will become ECA’s rov- 
ing ambassador. 

At that time former Secretary 
of the Army Gordon Gray ex- 
pects to have completed an initial 
report to the President on steps 
the. United States should take in 
respect to foreign aid when the 
Marshall plan ends. Harriman is 
expected to pick up Gray’s work 
and carry it on. 

Former Senator John Sherman 
Cooper-of Kentucky said yester- 
day he has finished an assignment 
as a Republican consultant to 
Acheson. 

Cooper told a reporter he was 
appointed March 28 to advise 
Acheson at conferences in Paris 
and London and added that hav- 
ing returned from them, his “task 
is over.” 

He said he is ready for an- 
other assignment if Acheson needs 
him.

FOR REFLECTION 
WANTS LONG REST 


Plans to Enter Private 


Law Practice, Says He 
Is Tired After 20 Years 
in Public Life.

ALBANY, N.Y., June 17 (AP)— 
Gov. Thomas E. Dewey said to- 
day he would not be a candidate 
for re-election. 

He said he probably would en- 
ter private law practice when his 
term expires next Dec. 31. 

Dewey said he was very tired 
zfter 20 years in public life but 
that there was nothing wrong 
with him that a first-class long 
rest would not cure. 

Dewey's long-awaited decision 
apparently left tise field clear for 
the nomination of 74-year-old Lt. 
Gov. Joe R. Hanley for Governor 
at the state convention in Sara- 
toga Springs Sept. 6-7. Hanley 
announced his candidacy soon aft- 
erward. 

Asked whether he had a choice, 
Dewey said: “I shall not attempt 
to dictate the choice of the con- 
vention of any candidate for any 
office.” 

Dewey’s public announcement 
consisted of a 10-word statement 
which he handed to reporters at 
the capitol during a press confer- 
ence. It said: “I shall not be a 
candidate for re-election next 
fall.” 

Dewey said that he had volun- 
tarily retired from public office 
twice before—in 1933 and 1941. 
He did not elaborate. 

The 48-year-old Dewey’s return 
to private life apparently ends, at 
least temporarily, a phenomenal 
career in which he parlayed his 
fame as a racket-busting prosecu- 
tor into two terms as Governor 
and two luckless G.O.P. nomina- 
tions for President.

Southwestern Bell Telephone Co, 
by the Missouri Public Service 
Commission today. 

The increase, an ovcr-all rise 
of 7 per cent over the existing 
rate structure. wHl became effec- 
tive July 1, unless it should be 
held up by any appeal of the de- 
cision. It will consist of $3,000,- 
000 on local exchange service and 
$500,000 on intrastate toll (“long 
distance’’) calls. 

How it will affect individual 
telephone users remains to be de- 
termined. The company was di- 
rected to file new rate schedules 
conforming to the amount 
granted, which will be subject to 
the commission’s approval. 

View of Southwestern Bell. 

Southwestern Bell announced 
at St. Louis that it would make 
the new rates effective as ordered, 
while studying its “next step.” A 
spokesman said the company was 
not prepared to state whether the 
arder would be appealed. How- 
ever, the company’s statement ap- 
peared to indicate there was no 
intention to appeal. The company 
asserted that “further rate relief” 
would be necessary, but called 
this decision a “step in the right 
direction.” 

St. Louis county will oppose 
rate increases in the county, Pre- 
siding Judge Luman F. Matthews 
of the County Court announced at 
Clayton.

MELBOURNE, Australia, June 
17 (UP)—Immigration Minister

The amended budget bill will 
call for a reduction of about 
$725,000 in municipal expendi- 
tures, Mayor Joseph M. Darst an- 
nounced yesterday.

and Sewers. The Mayor withheld 
details, but said in all probability 
few personnel layoffs would be 
involved.

Picketing of most of the 87

By acting as a political propaganda agency, 
the American Medical Association runs the dan- 
ger of losing the quasi-official contro] of medi- 
cal matters which it has achieved in some parts 


of the United States. So warns the Committee 


of Physicians for the Improvement of Medical 
Care, a national group of distinguished prac- 
titioners and teachers. 

The A.M.A. has considerable authority over 
the selection of state medical examiners, health 
officers, public hospital staffs, qualification for 
expert testimony in the courts, examinations for 
civil service appointments and military commis- 
sions, and so on. In every case, this authority 
stems from the assumption that the A.M.A. is a 
Professional organization devoted to maintain- 
ing professional standards. 


But a new qualification for A.M.A. member- 
ship was introduced when the organization in- 
sisted on the payment of $25 a year by each of 
its members—largely for the payment of hired 
publicists, for the distribution of 1,500,000 copies 
of John T. Flynn’s much criticized book, and 
for other expenses of a campaign against na- 
tional health insurance. Many doctors disagree 
with this policy, the Committee of Physicians 
points out, and resent this political test which 
has nothing to do with their professional 
competence. | 

As a purely private organization, the A.M.A. 
might collect any dues its members would stand 
for. It might oppose any medical reforms it 
dislikes. The Committee of Physicians recalls 
that the A.M.A. has opposed workmen’s com- 
pensation, tuberculosis sanitaria, health centers, 
maternal and child health services, group prac- 
tice and voluntary health insurance as it now 
opposes national health insurance. Such oppo- 
sition continues to be the privilege of the asso- 
ciation in a free country. . 


But it is not the privilege of the A.M.A. to 


impose its views on the whole medical profes- 


sion. It should not be permitted to force a 
dissenting doctor into line by threatening his 
rights and opportunities to practice medicine. 
This is being recognized more and more by law- 
makers. The Supreme Court decision in the 
District of Columbia case already has under- 
mined the power of the A.M.A. to exclude com- 
petent doctors from hospitals because they are 
not A.M.A. members. In Oklahoma, the State 
Medical Society, a constituent group of the 
A.M.A., has been deprived of its control of 
licensure. Senator Ives and Senator Flanders, 
both Republicans by the way, have urged that 
no state be permitted to share in federal medi- 
cal grants so long as it has legislation obstruct- 
ing A.M.A.-opposed medical prepayment plans. 


It seems only fair that if the A.M.A. persists 
in taking one side in a great national debate on 
a subject on which doctors as well as their 
patients are divided, it should cease to attempt 
to speak for and to control all doctors. This is 
a political and economic issue, not a professional 
question. An organization with political ob- 
jectives can hardly expect to remain free to set 
professional standards. 

The choice is up to the A.M.A. itself. 
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Another Sound Veto 

In vetoing the “basing point” bill, President 
Truman has again shown his personal devotion 
to the principles of his Fair Deal, no matter 
how these may be disregarded by Congress. The 
veto ranks with that of the Kerr bill. The 
President must be given credit for solicitude 
for the welfare of the people as against a few 
industrialists seekimg special advantage. 

As Mr. Truman said, the basing point bill 
would have seriously weakened the anti-trust 
laws. ‘True, there were those in Congress who 
sought to deny this. But the bill could have 
had no other practical purpose than the pro-- 
tection of the collusive use of the basing point 
system to stifle competition. 

In its decision, the Supreme Court made it 
clear that it was striking down only such unfair 
and unsound use of the system. There is noth- 
ing illegal about its competitive use. So, no 
law was needed to protect such use. And 
thanks to Mr. Truman’s veto, there will be no 
law giving real or seeming protection to any 
other use of basing points. 
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Gifts for the Governor 

New reports on campaign gifts to Gov. Smith’s 
1948 campaigns point to a half-open door in 
Missouri law. Through this door, campaign 
funds escape public accounting. 

CIO state officers report that they gave 
$10,000 to B. E. Ragland, treasurer of the Smith- 
for-Governor campaign. Gov. Smith did not re- 
port his campaign contributions and Ragland 
refuses to comment on them. 

The Post-Dispatch also learned that Wolf 
Rimann, murdered Kansas City racketeer, do- 
nated $3500 to John H. Hendren, chairman of 
the Democratic State Committee. The commit- 
tee reported that Rimann donated $50. 

What happened to all this money? Perhaps 
more important, why did the Smith campaigners 
fail to report what happened to it? 

Missouri law requires political organizations 
to report donations, but individual candidates 
need not.do so. Hence campaign gifts can be 
juggled from a party to a candidate. This is a 
fine device for hiding contributions which might 
be embarrassing if brought into the light of day. 

Obviously the law ought to be strengthened to 
require that candidates account for donations. 
Beyond that, many candidates already report 
such gifts as a matter of coniplete honesty with 
the public, and Gov. Smith ought to do so. 

Both the Governor and Hendren have denied 
that gamblers backed their campaigns, but no 
amount of denial, forgetfulness and double-talk 
can explain away large contributions which 
were not reported. The only! way to explain is 
to open the books on the Smith campaign. 
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Nothing But Duds 

Senator McCarthy has fired another of his 
salvos, this time against State Department Of- 
ficial John Peursfoy and a former department 
employe, Emanuel Larsen. To anybody who had 
been watching his methods, this could mean 
only one thing.

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Schizophrenia in Britain 

Speaking for the Labor party in its incarna- 
tion as a government, Prime Minister Attlee told 
Parliament the Western effort to pool resources 
more effectively would require each Atlantic 
Community country to “surrender in an un- 
precedented degree the ability to do as it pleases. 
His Majesty’s Government will be in the fore- 
front of this great endeavor.” 

Yet in its aspect as a party, the Labor party 
had announced only the night before the Prime 
Minister’s speech that it took a very dim view 
indeed of the whole idea of European upion, 
“under present circumstances.” It seems to be 


‘determined that Britain do as it pleases as long 


as possible. , 
The key to the riddle seems to lie in that 


phrase “under present circumstances.” For four 
of the party’s six reasons for viewing with alarm 
European union and the French-proposed coal- 
steel pool stem from Socialist doctrine. Appar- 
ently, the party would regard the movement 
with considerably more pleasure if the rest of 
Western Europe were Socialist too. 


The Socialists have a valid point. They have 
real reason to fear the consequences to Britain’s 


_carefully-nurtured full employment and maxi- 


mum production policies of a shotgun wedding 
with the more conservative countries of the 
Continent. 

In their refusal to accept the Schuman pro- 
posal unconditionally, they have the support of 
most British newspapers, even those which 
praised Mr. Attlee’s statement while condemn- 
ing the Labor party’s view. 

But the party is drawing a very long bow 
when it says that public ownership is essential 
to-make “international planning of iron and 
steel” successful. There is no immediately ap- 
parent reason, outside the realm of pure dogma, 
why public regulation alone would not be suf- 
ficient. 

If the Socialists intend to delay real European 
integration until all Western Europe is social- 
ized, there may be a very long wait, a wait 
the Western world cannot afford. Nobody is 
demanding complete union now. What is 
needed is real progress toward the eventual 
goal. 

It is to be hoped that the British Government 
will pay more attention to the Prime Minister 
than to his party. May it, in concert with the 
other nations of the West, start now the process 
of figuring out how the coal-steel pool can 
be formed without doing grave harm to any- 
body’s legitimate aspirations. 
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Puzzle in the Marketplace 

Kroger stores are selling the Government's 
25-cent cookbook at a bargain 10-cent rate. 
This must pose a nice problem for A.&P.. 
which already has enough Government-caused 
troubles without taking on this one. 

Should A. & P. meet the competition and sell 
the book for a dime, just to prove that its ideas 
on prices are the same as those of one of its 
principal competitors? Or should it produce an 
even more daring exhibition of free enterprise 
and sell the book for nine cents? 


If it sold the book for a quarter, it might con- 
vince the anti-trust lawyers that the Govern- 
ment and A.&P. are now in agreement on 
prices. On the other hand, maybe it ought to 
give the book away, as a demonstration of what 
all Government ideas are worth. Perhaps it 
should not have any dealings with the cookbook 
at all, as an inducement to the Government to 
get back on speaking terms with A. & P. 


But of one thing we are practically certain. 
A. & P. is not likely to sell the book for 50 cents 
to demonstrate what a high value it places on 
Government advice. 
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Lecture for St. Louis 


St. Louis city officials did not oppose the 
backward step taken by the Missouri Public 
Service Commission in revising suburban transit 
routes. On this point the city received a de- 
served lecture from Charles L. Henson, who dis- 
sented in the 3-to-2 ruling: 

This metropolitan are should be treated 
as a unit in all our efforts to solve the mass 
transportation needs therein. ... The report 
. . » has not seriously considered this point 
and the City of St. Louis has not urged it. 


The majority order is a blow to metropolitan 
unity. It permits the Public Service. Co. to 
abandon the Kirkwood and Creve Coeur street- 
car lines, and the County Transit Co. is author- 
ized to substitute bus routes. For many county 
residents, this means a double fare and less 
adequate service to the city. 

Yet St. Louis’ city government failed to see 
the point. The city’s official position, as de- 
scribed in the majority report, was “that it is 
very much in favor of Public Service effecting 
any economies that can reasonably be made.” 
Apparently the city’s counsel had some quaint 
idea that economies effected at the expense of 
county residents would benefit city residents. 

That is a narrow, nonsensical attitude. The 
city’s economic welfare depends to a great de- 
gree on adequate public transportation from 
heavily-populated areas adjacent to the city. No 
1876 political boundary can limit the needs for 
transit service. 

If it is strange to find the Public Service 
Commission acting to balkanize transit service, 
the city’s implied support of such a process is 
stranger still. It is provincial and dangerous 
to the progress of the metropolitan area.

1. Transit radio is unconstitutional and 
illegal, depriving the individual of his or 
her liberty. 


2. It invades the privacy of the indi- 
vidual. He cannot select his own choice 
of music or turn it off if undesirable and, 
worst of all, it holds a club over him, com- 
pelling him to listen to intolerable and 
often nauseating commercials. 


3. Much ado is made over the so-called 
music, but I notice that those favoring 
the broadcasting have little, if any, ex- 
cuse to make for the commercials. 


4. Transit radio prevents thinking, read- 
ing, conversation, planning or the solace 
of quiet. A letter from a reader of the 
Post-Dispatch complained that it even pre- 
vented the Catholic Sisters from counting 
their beads. 

5. Transit radio violates the St. Louis 
ordinance against noise, which specifically 
mentions “the use of any drum, loud speak- 
er or other instrument or device for the 
purpose of attracting attention by crea- 
tion of noise or for advertising purposes.” 
Article XIII (1940 Revision), No. 41720. 


6. Transit radio was installed in St. 
Louis busses and streetcars through de- 
ception, no mention whatever being made 
of any commercials or advertising when 
the so-called poll was taken. " 


7. Transit radio broadcasting is a def- 
inite danger and menace in that there are 
times when the motorman or bus opera- 
tor’s attention {s so distracted that he 
cannot properly operate his vehicle or hear 
fire or other sirens. 

8. Transit radio contributes to nervous 
breakdowns and is a decided contribution 
to making neurotics. It is positive cruel- 
ty to elderly people, to the ill and to 
those who cannot endure raucous noise. 


9. If transit radio is permitted to con- 
tinue, there is the decided danger of 
broadcasting propaganda. 


10. If it is illegal to smoke in street- 
cars and busses, why should it not also be 
illegal to annoy the passengers with ob- 
jectionable commercials? 


11. If there were substantial objections 
to commercials in Grand Central Station, 
New York, resulting in discontinuance of 
the loathsome practice, why should it not 
be discontinued in St. Louis busses and 
streetcars? 


12. The flood of*letters to the editor 
of the Post-Dispatch is mighty good evi- 
dence that the public here is getting pret- 
ty well fed up with it. It is excellent evi- 
dence, also, that resentment is increas- 
ing slowly but surely. Will the Public 
Service Co. let a few dollars blind it to 


the fact that it is nourishing resentment? - 


13. Transit radio buscasting is un-Amer- 
ican. It would be just as sensible to grant 
permission to some company to entice a 
crowd into a building, lock the door, and 
then bombard them with advertising com- 
mercials, or to chain a person to a stake 
and harangue him until the captive agreed 
to do the bidding of the advertiser. 

14. Broadcasting advertisements from 
airplanes was killed because of the many 
reasons given above against transit radio 
broadcasting. Both are impositions upon 
the public. 

15. There are many more reasons why 
transit radio should go, dozens more. 
Dozens of my acquaintances are not only 
avoiding cars and busses at every op- 
portunity but, like myself, will not under 
any circumstance patronize any advertis- 
er on transit radio.

A Duel in the Mountains

Coming across the name Lippincott in 
the list of founders of the Society of Cali- 
fornia Pioneers the other day drove me 
to the history books and records for the 
story of the Lippincott-Tevis duel. 

The heart of this matter was a blind 
insistence on an opportunity to vindicate 
personal honor with a shotgun at 40 paces. 

The participant who insisted on this op- 
portunity got it, and with one shot was 
killed. Thus, by the terms of the code

a card proclaiming its author a liar and 
a slanderer. He wanted a fight. 

Lippincott, the cultivated son of an IIli- 
nois clergyman, had no choice but to chal- 
lenge Tevis to a duel. Tevis selected as 
weapons double-barreled shotguns carry- 
ing ounce balls. The two men had never 
spoken to each other. 

A Sierra mountain meadow was the 
field of honor, and on it they confronted 
each other 40 paces apart, Lippincott, a 
heavy-set man, and Tevis, a tall, spare 
Kentuckian. There was a slight rise, and 
the higher position fell to Tevis. 

At the word “Fire!” both shots sounded 
simultaneously. A lock of hair, clipped 
by a ball which pass<d over his left shcul- 
der and grazed his cheek, fell from Lip- 
pincott’s head. Tevis, mortally hit in the 
chest, fell to the ground. 

Lippincott fled to Nevada, but came 
back later to finish his term in the State 
Senate, where he served with honor and 
distinction. He then returned to his ILli- 
nois home. 

During the Civil War, Lippincott earned 
himself a reputation as a reckless soldier, 
and a brigadier general's commission in 
the Union Army. At the war's end, he 
was elected State Auditor of Illinois. But 
for the rest of a long career, he was 
haunted by what had happened on the 
mountain meadow. Just before his death 
in Springfield, I11L., in 1837, he confessed 
that the memory had never left him. 

“It was,” he said, “the most horrible 


day of my life.” 


Between Book Ends 


An American Jew Takes Stock 
IN SEARCH, by Meyer Levin. (Horizon Press, $3.50) 


The author of “The Old Bunch” and “My 
Father’s House,” after years of wandering 
and wondering found it was time for stock 
taking. So he sat down and traced his 
way from his childhood in Chicago, through 
his frustrations suffered at the hands of a 
prejudiced society, his early experiences 
in the upbuilding of a Jewish homeland in 
Palestine, the battlefields and concentra- 
tion camps of Europe to the homecoming 
of the “illegals.” The whole book turns 
into the age-old accusation against society: 
why can’t a Jew live in peace? 

Levin has attempted to write an honest 
book and to give honest answers. His 
question is: where do I belong? He feels 
that he would not be honest with himself 
if he called himself simply an American. 
He knows that America is only part of his 
inner self. ‘The more he comes to under- 
stand the sufferings and the hopes of Jews 
all over the world, particularly the sur- 

, vivors of the Nazi 
camps, the more he 
becomes convinced — 
that he cannot escape 
from the great tradi- 
tion handed down to 
him by his ancestors. 

His way out is a 
compromise. “I am, 
then, a peculiar mix- 
ture of Chicago and 
Chassidism, of truth- 
seeking American re- 
porter and _. truth- 
seeking son of the 
Torah.” 

Other Jews, such 
as Arthur Koestler, 
have come to different conclusions. Koest- 
ler rejects a tradition which involves only 
inconvenience and persecution. He severs 
all ties with the religion and heritage of 
his fathers and seeks to become one of the 
many, who hopes he will not be recog- 
nized. Levin holds that this is like burn- 
ing down the house to roast the pig. He 
does not want to throw away the ethical 
values of Judaism, just because some anti- .. 
Semites do not like Jews. 


Levin feels it is not necessary to do 
so. “As our social intelligence advances,” 
he says, “it should be possible for us to 
get at the causes of anti-Semitism, to 
thread them out even if they be entwined 
with all our qualities.” 


The question of dual loyalty is of course 

one that is always raised when the ques- 
tion of relationships is discussed. To 
Levin’s mind, there is no such problem. 
American Jews have many things in com- 
mon with Jews in Israel and elsewhere, 
but their aims and outlooks are far from 
identical. The realization of Israel, he says, 
is not the realization of the ultimate goal 
of Judaism, which coalesces with the ulti- 
mate goal of all people in universal jus- 
tice.” . 
In order to counterbalance the nation- 
alistic tendencies in Israel, Levin recom- 
mends a constant interrelationship with 
Jewish communities all over the world. 
This would help to cement world peace, 
Levin believes, “for exaggerated national- 
ist feeling is being used to bring about a 
cleavage in the world today.” 

Levin's self-analysis—sometimes rather 
verbose and lacking in clarity—overshadows 
the many interesting experiences told in 
the book. They in themselves warrant a 
wide reading of the book. It ahould »~ro- 
voke discussion of a problem which has~— 
been discussed many times but which 
seems to linger on as if it were outside the 
realm of practical solution. Levin’s book | 
is a reminder that a solution can be found 
on the basis of good will and reason.

It is obviously desirable for 
laws to be as clear as possible. 
After careful study, however, I 
am convinced that the, bill 
would not achieve the clarifica- 
tion which is desired. Instead, 
through the introduction of new 
and uncertain legal  termi- 
nology, and through its confus- 
ing legislative history, the bill 
would obscure, rather’ than 
elarify, the law. As a result, it 
would make it more difficult for 
businessmen, administrative 
agencies, and the courts to un- 
derstand and apply the legal 
safeguards against monopoly 
and unfair competition. More- 
over, the bill contains pro- 
visions which might be inter- 
preted, after protracted litiga- 
tion, to impair the effectiveness 
of the anti-trust laws. 

Because of the increasing com- 
plexity of our economic system, 
the laws protecting fair competi- 
tion have been amended from 
time to time, and the judicial de- 
cisions interpreting those laws 
have taken account of specific 
situations not anticipated by those 
who drafted the laws originally. 
When further amendments of the 
anti-trust laws are needed to meet 
new problems, they should be en- 
acted in.a form which clearly 
preserves the basic’ purpose of 
these laws—the protection of fair 
competition and the prevention of 
monopoly.

They 
were impressed by court decisions 
in recent years, which were said

These laws have been in effect 
a long time and have acquired 
specific content through interpre- 
tation by the courts. They pro- 
vide safeguards against practices 
which would tend to destroy our 
free competitive economy. The 
Sherman Act is directed against 
monopolies and conspiracies in 
restraint of trade. The Federal 
Trade Commission Act established 
an administrative agency with 
authority to prevent trade prac- 
tices which, if not checked, would 
unduly suppress competition or 
tend to create monopoly. The 
Clayton Act, as amended by the 
\Robinson-Patman Act, prohibits a 
number of_ specific, injurious 
trade practices. In particular, this 
law protects small enterprises 
against ruthless price discrimina- 
tion. es 

Because the meaning of S. 
1008 is so uncertain, no one 
can accurately foretell how its 
enactment would change _ the 
content of these laws. The bill 
might handicap the Federal 
Trade Commission in proving 
the existence of a conspiracy 
involving use of a delivered 
pricing system. The commis- 
sion and the courts now con- 
sider a great number of fac- 
tors in‘ determining whether 
there has been an unlawful 
conspiracy to fix prices in a 
particular case. Among these 
factors are the operation of

It was indicated by the de- 
cision and éomments of commis- 
sion officials that the new rate 
schedules would be expected to 
distribute the increases allowed 
inf approximately the same pro- 
portions as those the company 
had sought. That would mean, 
roughly, that the increases by 
areas might approximate the fol- 
lowing: St. Louis dial zone, 
$1,530,000; balance of St. Louis 
suburban area, $128,000; Kansas 
City zone, $833,000; rest of state, 
$514,000. 

Among the increases in the St. 
Louis dial zone which the com- 
pany had requested were: Fiat- 
rate business telephones, from 
$14 to $16 a month; single-party 
residence from $4.50 to $5.50; 
two-party, $3.75 to $4.50; four- 
party residence, $3 to $3.50; trunk 
lines of private branch exchanges, 
$21 to $24 each; semi-public coin 
Station guarantee, $7.50 to $9. In 
the St. Louis county suburban 
section the company had sought 
increases varying from 25 cents 
to $3.25 a month. 

For the benefit of subscribers 
in a number of smaller towns 
still served by the old-fashioned

—the commission for the first 
time ordered a rate differential.

New Theory of Regulation. 


The Post-Dispatch learned from 
various informed sources that the 
thinking on which the decision to- 
day was based amounts virtually 
to a new philosophy of utility reg- 
ulation in Missouri. The princi- 
ples heretofore followed in re- 
cent times by the Missouri com- 
mission were for a liberal rate of 
profit allowable on a rate base 
only partly offset by a charge 
against the utility’s depreciation 
reserve. This was the method of 
the commission’s widely discussed 
Order 38A, effective since early 
in 1946. | 

The thinking, and even the 
arithmetical calculations, on which 
today’s order was founded 
stemmed from the idea of a some- 
what limited rate of profit on a 
net investment base — that is, a 
base from which the large depre- 
ciation reserve was wholly de- 
ducted. 

Southwestern Bell showed that 
the $5,000,000 increase sought 
would be a return of 6.5 per cent 
by the Order 38A method. This 
was equivalent to 8 per cent on a 
net base. By its slash in the rate 
increase, the commission allowed 
6.45 per cent on a net base 
(equivalent to *.47 per cent under 
Order 38A). 

St. Louis and Kansas City, 
principal opponents of the com- 
pany’s application, contended for 
an allowance of only 5.3 per cent 
profit on a net base. Had this 
view been accepted, rate increas- 
es of only $1,200,000 would have 
been granted. 

There is a significant further 
phase of the commission’s finding, 
in its recognition of the contin- 
uing increase in the cost of in- 
stalling new telephone facilities, 
which already is much higher 
than it used to be. In this pass- 
age, the commission report con- 
cedes that the rate of earning 
hereafter will be markedly lower 
than its figure of 6.45 per cent 
on net base, which was derived 
from 1948 business. The implica- 
tion is that the commission never- 
theless holds that the lower rate 
of earning will be sufficient. 

In addition, the commission 
was aware of the fact that the re- 
cent settlement of the latest em- 
ploye wage demands may cost 
Southwestern Bell something like 
$600,000 in Missouri. This did not 
figure in the rate case or the de- 
cision, but will be a factor in re- 
ducing the actual earning. 

It was pointed out on excellent 
authority that the commission has 
been tending more and more of 
late, in its treatment of various 
utilities, to consider the net base 
as a ruling factor. Indications so 
far are that any withdrawal from 
application of Order 38A is and 
may continue to be tacit, rather 
than formally expressed. It 
amounts to a quiet espousal of 
the “end result” theory in utility 
rate regulation. 

Effect on Dividends. 

Although not stated in the opin- 
ion, the commission calculated 
that the rate increases it allowed 
would be sufficient to pay Mis- 
souri’s part of an annual dividend 
of $8 a share on Southwestern’s 
stock, all of which is owned by 
A.T.&T. This was figured with 
reference to the capital structure 
as it existed at the end of 1949, 
but the volume of capital em- 
ployed is rising.

There 
were in service May 31, 1949, 
816,222 telephones with an aver- 
age cost of $243. Net additions to 
plant in Missouri between Dec. 
31, 1945, and May 31, 1949, 
amounted to $64,202,211. In the 
face of this enormous expenditure 
there were as of Dec. 31, 1948, 
15,683 applications for service and 
95,352 applications for up-graded 
service. 


Millions Must Be Invested. 

“These applicants who are de- 
manding service and those that 
will surely follow must be given 
telephone service by Southwest- 
ern. 

“This company in the next few 
years must invest millions of dol- 
lars in plant primarily for the 
purpose of rendering better and 
more adequate telephone service. 
The record in this casé proves 
conclusively that this type of plant 
is much more expensive and much 
less capable of paying its way

“This commission knows that 
the telephone users in Missouri 
and especially those of South- 
wetern Bell want and demand 
good telephone service.

Second Baseman

NEW YORK, June 17. 
HE two-part profile in The New Yorker of 
Branch Rickey, the intellect who controls the 
destinies of the Brooklyn Dodgers, pretty well 
confirms my lo suspicion that Rickey 
LY A has perfected the art 
bY! of selecting and devel- 
oping ballplayers to 
the penultimate stage. 


The Rickey organiza- 
tion starts examining 
potential ballplayers, 
from their hocks to 
their withers, almost 
from the moment they 
complete  kindergar- 
ten. From then on, the 
process of developing 
the embryc — his 
sinews, his instincts, 
his — if you'll pardon 
the expression—brain 

BRANCH RICKEY... —into the perfect ball- 
: ONE STEP LEFT. player is frighteningly 
efficient. Step by step, the specimen is machined 
into, say, a second baseman. 

The penultimate second baseman, not the ulti- 
mate. There is one last step and I don’t see how 
Rickey can long avoid it. That is to breed ball- 
players like race horses, crossing a Rizzuto strain 
with a PeeWee Reese strain to complete the abso- 
lute in shortstops. It may take a while to get ac- 
customed to this idea, but if you'll think about it 
a bit, you'll discover it is not at all far-fetched. 
In fact, it is the logical extension of the system 
into which organized baseball has settled. 

* 

PROFESSIONAL BASEBALL has been patterned 
after horse-racing more closely than Happy Chand- 
ler would care to admit. The winter sale of ball- 
players resembles the Keeneland sale of yearlings 
more than it resembles any human activity I know 
of. Then there’s the waiving of ballplayers out of 
the major leagues. This system has not yet been 
refined to the fine point the turfmen have reached 
in their claiming races but is essentially the same 
thing, a device to place an exact price on a ball- 
player’s head. Well, after all, the Jockey Club has 
been doing this sort of thing a lot longer than 
organized baseball. Give the boys a chance. 

I'm not at all sure that the production of spe- 
cialized human beings, as opposed to the old-fash- 
foned or generalized human, is a good thing. I 
can't for the life of me think what useful purpose 
a second baseman can be put to after he stops 
playing second base. I do know that we have trav- 
eled in the direction of a specialized human farther 
than is generally realized. 

* * 

IT IS NOT AT ALL HARD to find second- and 
third-generation doctors and lawyers in any large 
city. This is one of the consequences of an in- 
creasingly urban ration. Your small town or rural 
character must by necessity rub elbows with doc- 
tors, lawyers, merchants, bakers, policemen—be- 
cause there are only a few of each. In a big city, 
though, the son of a doctor may never meet any- 
one except the sons and daughters of other doc- 
tors. His environment and—if this thing goes far 
enough—eventually his breeding will fit him only 
for the medical profession. 

Nowhere is this specialization more apparent 
than in the Army and Navy which lead a life 
almost entirely separate from that of the civilian. 
There are plenty of sons and grandsons of generals 
in the Army, not a few of them married to daugh- 
ters of other generals, and it’s hard to see how 
their children could avoid being either a general 
or a general's wife. 

And in politics we see ‘young Philip Willkie fol- 
lowing in the footsteps of Wendell Willkie, and 
not-so-young Robert A. Taft trying to follow Wil- 
liam Howard Taft's footsteps all the way to the 
White House, and an almost endless succession of 
political Roosevelts. So far as I know, only one 
columnist, Heywood Broun, has produced another 
columnist—Heywood Hale Broun—this particular 
branch of genetics defying all attempts at sys- 
temization.

I BRING IT ALL UP because — being an old 
natural selection man—I think the trend ought 
to be resisted. I prefer the old-type second base- 
man who just happened to the present or factory- 
produced job. He wasn’t as good a second baseman, 
but he was a more complete individual. Take this 
thing too far and you don't know where it will 
end. Look at the chicken. Over the centuries the 
poultry men have developed a bird which lays far 
more eggs than Nature ever intended. But she 
falls victim to far more diseases than Nature had 
planned for her, too. And her brain has been re- 
duced almost to non-existence.

South won the first trick in his 
own hand and studied the situa- 
tion. <A cross-ruff was “out,” be- 
cause ‘among other reasons) the 
opening lead had reduced dum- 
my’s ruffing power so that only 
two diamonds could be “taken 
care of.” Besides, it was far more 
propitious to set up the long club 
suit. Thus, the true question was 
only how to establish that suit. 
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Obviously, South could lead to 
the club ace and ruff a low club, 
then return to dummy and ruff 
another club, with a good chance 
of running the rest of the suit. 
But declarer did not want to 
shorten his trumps unnecessarily 
—he might run up against a four- 
card trump holding in a defend- 
er’s hand. So, on the sound anal- 
ysis that a finesse in clubs would 


be highly advantageous iff it suc- 
ceeded, and not fatal if it didn’t, 
South led to the club jack. 
Obviously, this finesse gave 
South a good start, but he still 
had to be careful. He did not 
make the mistake of trying to 
cash a high club then and there— 
instead, he led a low club, and 
when East “refused,” he was glad 
he had done so! South ruffed, 


led to the diamond ace, ruffed a 
second low club, then ruffed a 
diamond with the heart ace. The 
5-1 club break had made him de- 
pend on a 3-2 trump break, but 
this existed, and when South 
could then draw the outstanding 
trumps, he had only to go back to 
dummy’s spade ace and cash the 
established clubs to collect his 
slam contract.

Cake Mixes for Puddings 


By Edith M. Barber

AKE mixes are useful not 

only for their own special 

purpose but also for prepar- 
ing desserts of the pudding type. 
These are meant to be served hot 
from the pan and the foundation 
can be baking while the first 
course is being eaten. 

Any of the white cake mixes 
may serve as a base for a cottage 
pudding with which we will use 
either a sauce or whipped cream. 
The latter may be flavored with 
vanilla or sherry. Any type of 
sauce you like may be used. 
Chocolate and butterscotch are 
always favorites. The recipe for 
Golden Sauce given today has 
a caramel-like flavor and a de- 
lightful creamy texture. This 
sauce is just as good with a 
chocolate cottage pudding as it 
is with one with a vanilla flavor. 
A quick and easy chocolate pud- 
ding makes its own sauce during 
the baking. Just sprinkle:a mix- 
ture of brown sugar and cocoa 
over the bottom of the cake pan, 
and then pour hot water over this 
before the cake mixture is added. 
When the pudding is turned out 
of the pan it will be completely 
surrounded by sauce or it may be 


served from an ovenproof glass 
dish in which it 1s baked. 


Devil’s Food Pudding. 


One package chocolate cake 
mix; one-half cup brown sugar; 
five tablespoons cocoa; one cup 
hot water. 

Add liquid to cake mix, ac- 
cording to directions. Mix sugar 
and cocoa together and sprinkle 
over bottom of 844x444x2% inch 
pan. Pour hot water over the 
sugar-cocoa mixture. Pour cake 
batter on top of this. Bake in 
moderate oven (350 degrees F.) 
35 minutes. Turn out of pan, or 
serve from pan with its own 
sauce. 

Golden Sauce. 

Three egg yolks, slightly . 
beaten; three-fourths cup top milk 
or light cream; one-half teaspoon 
salt; three-fourths cup brown s- 
gar; two tablespoons butter; one 
teaspoon vanilla. 

Combine egg yolks, milk or 
cream, salt and sugar in top of 
double boiler. Stir over hot wa- 
ter until smooth and _ silightly 
thickened. Beat in butter and 
vanilla and serve hot over cot- 
Xe pudding or sponge cake.

HELSINKI. 

URING my recent tour of 

Scandinavia I have met so 

many people, visited so many 
places and seen and learned so 
much that it has been impossible 
to write to you of all my experi- 
ences, impressions and observa- 
tions. Today, however, as I look 
back over my recent trip, I want 
to tell you about a few of thém. 

In Norway, anyone who is fa- 
miliar with schools knows that 
Oslo carried on an experiment 
on the value of a school break- 
fast as against a school lunch. 
This is called the “Oslo break- 
fast.” They decided to do this 
because thev found that they 
could furnish children with a 
third of the calories needed, and 
many of the required proteins 
by giving them a pint of milk, 
some. kind of fruit—or fruit sub- 
stitute—and a slice of dark bread 
with goat cheese. Not only was 
the experiment a success, in that 
it showed the children gained 
more weight having breakfast 
than a noon-day dinner, but that 
they are more intellectually alert.

DURING ONE OF my sight- 
seeing tours, I visited an outdodr 
museum. This was near Oslo. I 
say “outdoor” because they had 
samples of different types of 
houses over a period uf many 
years. In one building they had 
sample rooms which show the de- 
velopment, and changing periods, 
from the 1600s to the present 
day. They had a colonial period 
influenced by Great Briain, as, 
indeed, we had: a period of ex- 
tremely bad tasté, just as we went 
through, but you end with the 
simpler modern furniture of to- 
day, which is decidedly preferable 
to the intermediate period.

This means that you sit in a room 
in which the heat is brought to a 
high temperature by a stove—on 
the top of which are stones. Ap- 
parently it is very cleansing and 
many people take this type of 
bath.
